AMERICAN VALUATION MEANS HONEST 
VALUATION. 


HERE are a few puny Americans who apologize for their 

Americanism, Perhaps any virile nation will breed 
some bootlickers. But why should any decent citizen think 
So little of the honesty of his own people that he prefers 
foreign to American valuation? Americans who live in 
America must buy what they buy, every day. at American 
valuations. They do not feel that they are cheated by so 
doing. Yet. when it is proposed that the basis for tariff rates 
shall be this same American valuation, a group of importers 
lift up their hands and cry that it would be dishonest. Must 
we have one standard for importers and another standard 
for the hundred and more millions who are not importers‘ 
Tariff rates can never be stabilized until they are based on 
American valuation. for that is the only valuation which can 
be accurately arrived at. 

Congress is being made ridiculous by the way in which it 
is muddling along on the tariff. The passage of a permanent 
law cannot be further delayed without seriously imperiling 
the return of prosperity. 


THREE WARRANTIES OF PROSPERITY. 


_ is related by the historians that when Napoleon was 
somewhat dubious of the success of his projects in Eu- 
rope. he visioned Louisiana and the new world as the basis 
for a new empire that would eventually dominate the earth. 
The history of the world is not the story of wars and mighty 
debts more than it is the statesmanship that conceived and 
carried into accomplishment the projects which paid those 
debts and made of the ruins of war stepping stones to em- 
pire. The early debts of England, which threatened to en- 
gulf that nation. were liquidated by the projects of India 
and the enterprise of the Hudson Bay Company. The heri 
tage of debt that might have stooped the shoulders of America 
after the Civil War became but an incident in the vast ex- 
ploitation of the West. We took our lifeless assets and 
converted them into great reservoirs of wealth. Not by stag- 
nation. not by moving backward, but by faith and by the 
pouring of imperial capital and enterprise and achievement 
were we able to crowd out of the morass and march to the 
top of the mountain. 

Without vision a people perish. 

There are three major projects now up for consideration 
at Washington. and in them is tomorrow's sunrise. Each 
in itself. in cold. hard dollars, may within a century pay 
the entire cost of the war. Together, they may liquidate 
it within a generation. They need but the touch of states- 
manship, the inspiration of a great vision, to transmute them 
into realities. Three mighty assets. let us call them, which 
stand out among our other incomparable resources—Muscle 
Shoals. the Great Lakes-St. Lawrence Waterway and the 
Merchant Marine. 

Among great state papers can be reckoned that in which 
the President last week presented to Congress his plan for 
the rehabilitation of the American marine. The seas are 
the nurses of prosperity. So have they been always. Today 
the nation stands more distinctly than ever dependent on a 
marine. We have agreed to sharp limitation of our naval 
armament. but we have not outlawed war. A capable mer- 
chant marine is a secondary line of naval defense. To keep 
the merchant marine in a high state of efficiency, as a purely 
defensive measure, would more than justify many times the 
subsidy the President proposes, 

There are. however, other compelling reasons. Competition 
between nations is tense in the world of trade. It will ne 
tenser. We do not question the integrity of others, but it is 
most natural that in the days to come, when there will he 4 
shortage of bottoms. foreigners will supply their own neces- 
sities before turning their ships over to us, Also, where 
competition is keen, British goods in British ships. or French 
goods in French ships, will get preferential treatment over 
American goods in those ships, or in any other foreign ships. 
Our interests are too vast. too complex, to permit our trade 
to be dependent on the good will of competitors. We must 
have our own vehicles of transport. We must be able to send 
goods from St. Louis to Madagascar or the Antipodes and 
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have them never once without tne protection of the American 
flag. To no section, indeed, is a fully adequate merchant 
marine of more importance than to the Middle West, the 
manufactures of which are sent to every clime. 

We have established, and properly so, a standard for 
American ships comparable to the standard of living existing 
on the shore. We do not want our American sailors to be 
the dregs of civilization. With that high purpose in view, 
we can afford, in view of the enormous direct and indirect 
benefits resulting, to pay a modest subsidy that will overcome 
the differential now favoring foreign vessels, as a result of 
such standards, and it is sturdy Americanism so to do. 

It is not, however, in his arguments for a subsidy that the 
President is at his best. Those arguments we have always 
had with us. But it is in a new and concrete plan for pay- 
ment of the subsidy that the President has introduced a 
new note. The most enthusiastic of free traders, in the 
Underwood tariff law, have admitted the wisdom of prefer- 
ential treatment of American vessels. That law provides for 
a discriminatory exemption of ten per cent of the duty on 
goods imported on American ships. The benefit of this tariff 
favor goes not to the ships, but to the importers. whose 
getting of it is merely incidental. The discrimination was 
not established to encourage the importers, but to encourage 
American shipping by inducing importers to route by Amer- 
ican vessels. Directness is better than indirectness. The 
President proposes that the duty be collected in full, but 
that amount which formerly would have been deducted for 
the benefit of the importer, be placed in a separate fund, 
from which subsidies shall be paid. It differs from the 
Democratic plan only in the allocation of the funds. We do 
not see, therefore, how Democrats such as Senator Underwood 
ean consistently oppose it. Moreover, it is proposed to limit 
the profits possible for shipowners under the subsidy plan. 
When high efficiency under American administration brings 
it about, as will be the case, that operation in competition 
with foreigners is self-supporting, the subsidies will not be 
paid. 

The President’s remuneration plan is, we think, far and 
away the best yet presented. We can see no logical opposi- 
tion to it. And there “are billions in it.” Now let us 
capitalize the seas. Now let us by a small investment draw 
to us through the oceans the wealth which formerly we paid 
to others. We can improve our defense, multiply our capacity 
for doing world business and, at the same time, create a new 
and constant reservoir of wealth. It is not a dream. Wise 
policy has worked greater miracles, here in our own land. 

“If the mountain will not come to Mahomet, then Mahomet 
will go to the mountain.” The great inland sections of the 
United States cannot go to the seas, but the seas can be 
brought to the great inland sections of the United States. 
Our railroad facilities will groan under the weight of return- 
ing prosperity. It will require billions and yet more billions 
to bring them up to requisite capacity—and they must be 
able to earn interest on all those billions. For a cost almost 
negligible in comparison, the Seven Seas can be moved to 
Chicago and the Lake ports. Ships can be brought almost 
to within sight of the Western granary. More wonderful 
still, this is another miracle that can be wrought without cost. 
Some practical men do not like it to be stressed, but the fact 
is that the Waterway would yield, in waterpower alone, many 
times its original cost, and would stand forever as a majestic 
feeder of wealth, furnishing industry with low-priced power, 
cheapening production costs, and paying tribute yearly to the 
prosperity of the nation. We have passed the time when we 
need be pikers. Tasks worthy of our genius, our vision and 
our capacity are before us. They are the sentinels, as it 
were, that point the way out. 


The third of our imperial assets is Muscle Shoals. But 


yesterday, obstinacy and selfishness, blindness and prejudice, 
were branding it a failure. It was too big, men said, for 
private enterprise to handle, and a rat hole for Government 
money. Then Henry Ford looked it over, and the genius of 
Edison envisioned its potentialities. The cents that go into 
it will come back as dollars. Here is an inexhaustible 
source of nitrate. Here is the power to build in Alabama and 
environs an industrial development of such magnitude as to 
cause the world to gasp. Whether the development be by 
Ford, whose fingers dip into financial resources equal to the 
enterprise, or by the other bidders who have suddenly 
awakened to the possibilities of Muscle Shoals, unless shoi 
visioned interests impede action by Congress, one fact is 
certain and that is that the property is to be utilized. 

Make haste, we say to Congress. for the burden of ft! 
national debt is constant day and night. We need straight- 
way the new enterprises that are to ease our burden. Mak; 
haste, and quit delay, for the facts are all at hand. We « 
not believe that any group has yet appeared to whom Mus: 
Shoals can as safely be entrusted as to Mr. Ford. His ¢ 
centricities are one thing and his business achievements a 
another. He is a man of vision and vision is what we ne¢ 
Moreover, his wealth is such that the ordinary pursuit 
profit does not overwhelmingly appeal to him. It would | 
his lifework to make this great experiment a major succes 
As the Pharoahs had pyramids for their tombs, so might th 
man like to have the everlasting sound of buzzing wheels ; 
Muscle Shoals be his credentials to posterity. 

Why talk of dull times or be dismal over the future? Le 
politicians sound their puny horns and debate their pigm) 
interests. But let the nation, which is mightier than a 
the politicians and greater than any man or set of me! 
let the nation gird its loins and give the signal for the new 
era, an era of magnificent production made possible by wate 
power from Muscle Shoals and the Waterway and of farn 
products fertilized likewise by that same power, a commerce: 
borne by American ships, loading at inland ports, bearin. 
their freights over the Seven Seas, an era of new wealth 
producing instrumentalities which will cause our descendants 
to laugh that we should have doubted the feast of good things 
in store for them. 

We have only begun to march. We are infants in develop 
ment. Our debts should be but goads to force capitalization 
of the resources we have. 

Make haste, you gentlemen in Congress who can stand in 
the way: give movement to these projects. Turn from yout 
academic debates long enough to get under way this tripl 
project of relief. Make a decision as to Muscle Shoals: 
authorize the Waterway: put the ships to work by giving 
them the encouragement they need. There will be no need then 
to talk of bankruptey and ruin. 

It is not in mortals to command success, but it is their 
function to deserve it. If this nation deserves prosperity, it 
will get prosperity. low can we deserve it unless we are 
quick to utilize the unparalleled resources which are our 
warranty of happiness?

Lditor Manufacturers Record: 

Your letter of January 18 asking for an expression of my 
opinion of the value of the MANuFACTURERS REcorpD to the 
country and to thinking people of all ciasses has been received. 
An evidence of the estimation we have of your paper is 
that we not only read it ourselves but keep current numbers 
on the reading table for visitors to our office. We look upon 
the MANUFACTURERS REcorD as a truly outstanding publica- 
tion. It is fearless in its presentation of what it believes to 
he sound business principles, and that insures it a favorable 
reception with us. 

The MANUFACTURERS REcorD, largely. has stood for progress 
in the field of rail transportation. While we cannot agree 
with all your policies, we have respect for their sincerity. 
Two examples of your policies with which we eannot agree— 
I take it that you want a frank expression—may be cited in 
your campaign for lower freight rates and your espousal of 
the cause of water transportation in ruinous competition with 
rail transportation. 

In your issue of November 5, commenting upon the calling 
off of the railway strike, you say that rates must come down, 
adding “but unless the railroads are given power to control 
their employes and to make their rates of wages fit the 
present conditions and the lower freight and passenger rates 
that must be given to the country, they will encounter great 
difficulty in carrying out a lowering of rates.” An examina- 
tion of the recent numbers of the MANUFACTURERS RECORD 
discloses that this is the only occasion where you have coupled 
a demand for lower rates with an explanation of why present 
rates are made necessary. AS an example of the way you 
have been attacking the railroads for their failure to adjust 
rates promptly I quote as follows from your editorial com- 
ment of January 5 upon a letter from a Knoxville concern: 

“The railroads are trying to maintain themselves as nearly 
as possible on a basis which does not take into account the 
liquidation which has been forced on farmers and laborers 
and business men generally. There is absolutely no reason 
why railroads should be exempt from the liquidation which 
has been forced upon the country.” 

The railroads, instead of “‘trying to maintain themselves 
as nearly as possible on a basis which does not take into 
account the liquidation which has been forced on farmers 
and laborers and business men generally” have been doing 
their utmost to bring about a readjustment of rail transporta- 
tion conditions so that they will be able to make rates which 
will recognize the conditions of which you write. The princi- 
pal reason for their failure to meet the situation in full has 
been that the publie has not accorded to them its full measure 
of support. 

I believe it would be extremely harmful to the country if 
the railroads should make drastic reductions in their rates 
and thus jeopardize earnings to the further impairment of 
railway credit. A large amount of new capital is needed to 
rehabilitate the railway industry. It cannot be secured un- 
less the railroads are assured of an earning power which 
will make the railway investment field an attractive one. 
Regardless of what the immediate effect of lower freight 
rates might be—although we do not believe that lower rates 
alone stand in the way of a return to prosperous business 
conditions—it is not to the interest of the public generally 
that rates be lowered without a corresponding (and a preced 
ing) reduction in operating costs. 

We do not disagree entirely with vour contention that rail- 
way rates should come down. We assure you that we desire 
to help bring them down—when that can be done without 
injury to the railroads and injury to the public that uses 
railway service. 

Your attitude on water transportation, in which we cannot 
agree, is exemplified in an article published in the Manv- 
FACTURERS Recorp for October 7 last from Mr. Clark McAdams 
of St. Louis. This same article was published November 15 
in the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, with which Mr. McAdams 
is connected. JT am sending you herewith a copy of a letter 


which I wrote December 6 to O. K. Bovard, managing editor 
of The Post-Dispatch, in reference to Mr. McAdams article. 
I believe it is unfair to the publie to represent Mississippi 
barge line results as proof that water transportation on the 
lower Mississippi is an unqualified success. That it has re- 
cently reached the point where revenues for several months 
have more than paid out of pocket operating costs is no? 
evidence that the experiment has yet justified the theory 
which it set out to prove. There is nothing yet in the results 
of the operation of the barge line which proves that water 
transportation on the lower Mississippi is cheaper and more 
feasible than rail transportation, 

Should the experiment prove its theory, we take the posi- 
tion that the railroads should not be denied the privilege of 
coordinating their rail and water service to give the cheapest 
and most effective transportation service in their various 
territories. We believe it is not in the interest of the public 
for rail and water transportation agencies to carry on ruinous 
competition. 

In your issue of December 22, commenting upon a letter 
from Traflic Manager Charles 8. Fay, of the Southern Pacific, 
you say: “The Southern Pacific * * made a reduction 
in freight rates to meet the water rates via the Panama 
Canal. This is an unanswerable argument in favor of water 
transportation. If the country can secure lower freight rates 
by the development of water transportation * * * then it 
is the duty of the Federal Government to develop its water- 
way facilities to the utmost extent possible.” 

I believe you take the wrong view of the transportation 
situation. The highest courts in the land have repeatedly 
upheld the contention that the railroads, performing a regu 
lated service under regulated rates, are entitled to a fair 
return upon the value of their properties. This theory is 
expressed in the Transportation Act, 1920, one of the most 
constructive pieces of railway legislation in recent years. 
If water routes are to be used in forcing the railroads to 
make lower rates in competitive territory, that will mean 
that there will have to be higher rates in non-competitive 
territory to meet the costs of operation. Do you not think 
that it would be far better to co-ordinate rail and water 
services to the benefit of the people as a whole? Do you not 
believe that people living in non-competitive territory, who 
are taxed to provide the funds with which the Federal Gov- 
ernment can make its experiments and subsidize the water 
routes, should receive their proportion of whatever benefit 
may be derived from them? 

I cite these two policies. because you ask me for a frank 
expression of my opinion of your paper. If you regard what 
I have said as criticism, I want to temper it by saying that. 
on the whole. we regard the MANUFACTURERS REcORD as a 
constructive, helpful magazine. 

I want especially to thank you for the editorial, “Southern 
Line Asks for ‘Constructive Criticism’” im your issue of 
January 12 and another editorial. “A Railway Asks Its 
Critics to Make an Investigation,” in your issue of January 
19. They are sincerely appreciated.

To Mr. Markham's letter the editor of the MANUFACTURERS 
Recorp has replied as follows: 

“T am in receipt of your letter of January 24. I value 
very highly your commendation of the MANUFACTURERS RECORD, 
and your expression of belief in the absolute sincerity in 
whatever position it takes on public questions, even though 
you do not agree at all times with its views. 

“Your letter calls to mind a statement made to me some 
years ago by a friend who said that Mr. Samuel Spencer, 
then President of the Southern Railway, had said to him one 
day that he always liked to do business with the MANuFAc- 
TURERS RecorD because he knew that it would express its 
sincere convictions as to his road and its management entirely 
without regard to whether he did or did not advertise in it. 
‘And that,’ said he. ‘is the kind of paper that I like to do 
business with.’ 

“We desire that all of our readers shall have that opinion 
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of the MANvuFaAcTURERS REcoRD, which is practically just 
the view that you have expressed in your letter. But we 
cannot ask, nor expect, that all of our readers shall at all 
times agree with our views. It has been my rule, however 
for the last forty years to try to make a square, fair and 
honest study of every question we discuss, and all that I may 
say in any of the problems of the day is backed by a close 
study of the economic development. of this country and of 
world trade during something over forty years. 

“As you of course know, during all of the aggressive fight 
made against railroads twenty years or more ago. the MANU- 
FACTURERS ReEcorD unceasingly sought to stand by the rail- 
roads—not for the railroads per se, but for the good of the 
country. In those days I repeatedly pointed out that the 
railroads were falling steadily behind in their transportation 
facilities as compared with the inevitable growth of the 
country. In 1906 in an elaborate discussion of the whole 
railroad situation I said that unless at least five billion 
dollars was spent upon railroad expansion within the next 
few years, outside of the routine maintenance expenditures, 
there would be a break down of the railroad system, which by 
lessening all business would cost this country far more than 
that $5,000,000,000. I think I preceded Mr. James J. Hill 
several years in mentioning $5,000,000.000 as an amount 
needed for railway expansion work. 

“And in those days when no one was thinking of higher 
railroad freights, I pointed out that the freight rates in 
the country were too low because they did not allow a suf- 
ficient margin of profit out of which to redeem bonds, and 
that any business which never redeemed or paid off bonded 
indebtedness was being run on a false basis. President 
Smith, of the Louisville & Nashville wrote me in reply to 
an inquiry on the subject that as the railroads were increas- 
ing in value it was not deemed necessary to pay off any 
bonded indebtedness; and I replied that that was operating 
on a false basis, because the time would come when it wontd 
be very desirable for railroads to have lessened their bonded 
indebtedness in order to do broader financing in the future. 

“You can see, therefore, that running back to early days 
I have been an ardent advocate of enlarged expenditures for 
railroad betterments and expansions through better railroad 
rates, and fought as hard as I possibly could against the 
unwise legislation that was being enacted. But at the same 
time I said to many railroad officials that they themselves 
were responsible for that hostility. Many roads were guilty 
of dishonorable methods in seeking to control legislation, and 
this I pointed out often, knowing that the inevitable result 
would be an increasing political agitation against them. 

“Many roads did not recognize the rights of the public, 
nor the value of public sentiment. Many of them did all in 
their power to prevent other roads from building into their 
territory. The Pennsylvania Railroad bitterly fought the 
efforts of the Goulds to extend the Western Maryland into 
Pittsburgh to make connection with their Western line. and 
that fight practically disrupted the Gould interests. In their 
eesperate efforts to accomplish this, the Pennsylvania people 
earried their hostility to such a point that because the 
Western Union. controlled by the Goulds. did not follow the 
order to remove their poles from its right of way, Cassatt 
gave an order to cut down every Western Union pole: and 
over night that anarchistic destruction of property was 
earried out. I criticized it as the most anarchistic piece of 
work that had ever been done in this country, and that it 
would inevitably prove disastrous to the railroads. 

“Several Pennsylvania officials came to see me and protested 
against my vigorous denunciation of their acts, Claiming that 
they were ‘within their legal rights.’ I told them that 1 
granted that their legal rights urder their contract with 
the Western Union might give them that privilege, but that 
they knew very well that they did it only to embarrass the 


Gould interests, and that in doing it they were destroying 
the rights of minority holders in the Western Union. anid 
were trying to break the Gould interests to keep them from 
getting a line into Pittsburgh where there was more trafi 

available than all the roads in that section will ever be 
to handle properly.

“In reply to the statement that they were ‘within the 
legal rights.” I said to them that that view had been thx 
curse of the country; that it is true they and. othe 
corporations have sometimes been within their legal rights 
when rights were not always necessarily moral rights: and 
that some things which might be legal were not wise fro; 
the moral standpoint, nor from the interest of the public, «1 
the interest of the road, in winning public favor, without 
which they could not live. The action of the Pennsylvani: 
people, and their views on the subject, typified for many 
years the views of many railroad people. and a great many 
still hold to the same position. 

“President Stuyvesant Fish. of the Illinois Central. hov 
ever. on the other hand, held a very different view of th: 
subject. He was one of the broad-minded, far-seeing railroa 
people, who recognized the value of public sentiment, and 
who sought the welfare of the public. And ever since the 
early days when I discussed these questions with him, I have 
had somehow a_ peculiarly friendly feeling to the Illinois 
Central. 

“Following the fight against unwise agitation and legisl: 
tion against railroads, which I said would inevitably break 
them down to the disadvantage of the country, you wil 
remember that the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorp fought wit! 
probably greater earnestness the Adamson Bill than an) 
other paper in the country. I do not think the railroad 
people themselves ever made as vigorous a fight against that 
iniquitous legislation as they should have done. Certain) 
it was not as vigorous as the fight the MANUFACTURERS 
Recorp made. We published dozens of pages of editorials 
from Southern papers denouncing that bill and protesting 
against its passage. And I realize that until the Adamso1 
sill is repealed and the War Labor Board is legislated out 
of existence—for it should never have been created—th« 
railroads cannot be untrammeled in the management of thei 
own property. But if the railroads had acted fairly and 
squarely with the public in the past it would never hav; 
heen possible to rally sufficient sentiment to pass either of 
these bills. They were passed because the publie had lost 
faith completely in the wisdom of the management of the 
railroads of the country. The people had found that the 
railroads were indifferent to their welfare and to public 
sentiment; and from office boy to president there was to a 
large extent in many roads a spirit which if it had existed 
in any business corporation in the country would hav 
destroyed it in a few months. I venture the assertion that 
no department store. or no great industrial organization in 
this country could exist for six months if managed with the 
cisregard of public sentiment which has prevailed in railroad 
management, and which still to a large extent exists among 
many railroad people. 

“Fortunately there are some roads whose officials recog 
nize the rights of the public, and ask for the publie’s criti- 
cisms and advice on the questions pertaining to the publie 
welfare. But that is not the spirit prevailing generally in 
ticket offices and freight offices with which the public has to 
deal, nor is it the spirit which prevails among a great many 
higher officials. 

“IT am reviewing this situation because of your statement 
that an examination of recent numbers of the MANUFACTURERS 
ReEcorp discloses only one occasion where we have coupled 
a demand for lower rates with an explanation why present 
rates are made necessary. Present rates were justified at 
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the time they were authorized because of the conditions then 
prevailing in the business interests of the country and in the 
matter of the cost of everything which the railroad had o 
buy. But these rates were founded on the fact that the 
farmer Was getting a big price for his products and the 
manufacturer was getting a big price for all that he turned 
out. That is not true today. Farmers by the millions are 
bankrupt. Millions of them will not get back on their feet 
financially for the next five years: hundreds of thousands f 
them will never again be financially sound. 

“Millions of people are out of employment. representing 
probably somewhere between ten and twenty millions in 
their families who are actually suffering for food and ‘clothes 
and fuel. Manufacturers find but a limited demand for their 
product, and their prices have been cut in half, and in many 
cases even more. Pig iron at $15.00 to $16.00 a ton at 
Birmingham, as at present, is a very different proposition 
from pig iron at $38.00 to $40.00 a ton. Wheat and corn 
selling below the actual cost of production are very different 
to the farmer from what they were when he was getting a 
profitable price. And let me emphasize the fact that low 
prices of these products and of cotton are not in any way 
whatever due to an overproduction. We are facing a wheat 
famine in this country. We have exported far more wheat 
than the total surplus, officially reported, last fall as available 
for export during the next twelve months. But that situa- 
tion does not materially change the price of wheat. 

“The world is facing an actual cotton famine. and cotton 
ought to be selling at two or three times the present price. 
But cotton is selling. like wheat and corn. far below the 
cost of production. The farmers know these things just as 
well as you and I do. They know that they are going deeper 
and deeper into debt as a result of the definite efforts made 
during the last three years, since the summer of 1919, to 
break down the prices of farm products. They know that 


the combined influence of political power and of finance has. 


been to break the prices of farm products. This is not a 
matter of controversy: it is a matter of history written 
into the official records of the Secretary of the Treasury and 
the management of the Federal Reserve System. You must, 
therefore, recognize that when the farmers and the manufac- 
turers and the laboring men thrown out of employment are 
placed in this situation there is no possible power which 
ean maintain railroad freight rates at present figures without 
destroying the possibility of a revival of business sufficiently 
great to put into operation the 500,000 and more cars that 
are now idle. and the thousands of lecomotives that are in the 
rounchouses, uncalled for by traffic. 

“The theory upon which railroad officials are acting. that 
they must have these high rates. is perfect in one sense, but 
it can no more stand against economic conditions than the 
price of farm products and pig iron and steel could be main- 
tained against the economic facts which existed when the 
campaign of deflation of credit was undertaken and forced 
to the bitter end which we now see. We are ‘facing 2 
condition, not a theory.’ 

“It would be far better for the country if prices of farm 
products and of other things could be advanced to a point 
where railroad freight rates could be maintained, than to 
break freight rates down to a parity with the present prices 
of products. But you cannot have a continuation of high 
freight rates with the present low prices of products. You 
know how an advance from 10c to 20c in the cotton market 
searly last fall suddenly brought about a spirit of enthusiastic 
optimism, and was accepted by Secretary Mellon and the 
bankers of the country as a hopeful augury for a revival 
of business; but it did not last long because the banks im- 
mediately commenced forcing the cotton growers to sell just 
as the Western banks have forced the wheat growers to sell. 
This opportunity was utilized by the cotton bears to break 


down cotton and to keep it at a low price now prevailing; 
and yet in spite of the temporary enthusiasm of many 
bankers as to the good effect of the advance in the price of 
cotton the whole financial power has been exerted to keep 
down general prices. 

“IT recognize the difficulty of the railroads in securing money 
to maintain their roadbed and rolling stock in good condition. 
But they are not suffering as badly in this respect as are 
the farmers who cannot secure money on which to make a 
new crop, and thousands of farmers are leaving the country 
and going to villages and towns and cities. already over 
congested, hoping to find jobs. Only this morning the manager 
of a very large land company. owning many small dwellings 
in 2 Southern city, told me that there is an increasing demand 
every week from farmers for small houses, and they are 
coming into his community seeking for themselves any job 
that they can get. and putting their children to work in 
factories or in stores, wherever a few dollars can be earned. 

“Some days ago a South Carolina banker wrote me that 
in one mail he had reports of 30 farmers abandoning their 
farms and going into cities seeking work even at a boy’s pay, 
in order to get something for their families. 

“The railroad officials and investors must, therefore, face 
the situation squarely that they are not going to be saved 
under present financial conditions, any more than the farmers 
and the unemployed have been saved from this disastrous 
condition. unless the investors in railroad securities and the 
bankers back of the railroads demand and enforce their 
demands, that there shall be such a loosening up of credit and 
such an increase of currency. and such encouragement to 
bankers to lend money, as to turn the tide and bring about a 
revival in prices which will then enable the country to stand 
higher freight rates than it can possibly stand under present 
conditions. 

“Your job. and that of every other railroad official, is to 
drive this truth home into the minds and hearts of the 
Administration. the Federal Reserve management and the 
hanking powers of the country. So long as these interests 
permit present conditions to prevail in the management of 
finances of the country. so long will the railroads face a 
situation in which lower freight rates, even if these rates 
break every railroad in the country and force them into 
the hands of receivers, must be inevitable. The farmers 
and more business men than ever before in the history of the 
country have been forced into bankruptey by the methods 
which have prevailed. 

“Vital to the country’s prosperity as are well managed and 
well equipped rairroads, they are no more vital to it than 
are the agricultural interests. Agriculture has had the dead- 
liest blow in the history of our country. It is receiving less 
for its work in proportion to the cost of what it buys than 
ever since this country existed. So long as this condition 
lasts the railroads will inevitably be compelled to suffer the 
same kind of drastic deflation through which the agricultural 
and manufacturing interests have been passing. 

“You say that the principal reason for the failure of rail- 
roads to meet the situation in full has been that the public 
has not accorded to them its full measure of support. That 
is true: but that is wholly due to the fact that railroads in 
time past have not accorded to the people the full measure 
of fairness in dealing with promptness in settlement of over 
charges. courtesy and consideration to shippers and to travel- 
ers, and the result has been that the railroads are suffering 
from their own mistakes. 

“T sat in the office of the Vice-President of one of the 
greatest railroads in America twenty years ago with a mutual 
friend, and we discussed the whole railroad situation, past. 
present and to come; and my friend said to this railroad 
Vice-President, ‘You know that the railroads have been mak- 
ing some fearful blunders. You know that Mr. — has been 
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retained in the State of — as one of your officials for the sole 
purpose of influencing legislation by the control of the legisla- 
tors; and you know that Mr. — is employed in another state 
for a similar purpose. And so long as you railroad people 
fail to go squarely before the public and plead your cause 
with the public at large, and depend upon lobbyists to controi 
legislation, you are sowing the wind and will reap the whirl- 
wind of complete destruction of public faith in the whole 
railroad system.’ And the railroad Vice-President said: ‘J 
fully realize the truth of what you say, but I do not control 
the management of this road, and, therefore, am unable to 
change that situation.’ Later on he became the President of 
the road, and he did change the entire situation, but the evil 
work had been done and he did not live long enough to see 
the good results of his change of methods. 

“To jeopardize the credit of railroads by drastic reductions 
to which you refer, might be extremely harmful to the country ;: 
but I think your railroad earnings would increase if you 
made a drastic cut in freight rates, because you would help 
to increase the volume of traffic. But a drastic cut in rail- 
road rates could searcely be as drastic as the cut made in 
far.a and other products. Pig iron is selling at Birmingham 
at about $16.00 a ton, and I venture the assertion that there 
is a very considerable loss on every ton that is sold at that 
price. The freight rates on pig iron and the raw materials 
which enter into its manufacture have seen no such drastic 
cut as has been forced upon the ironmakers. The price of 
agricultural products has been driven far below the cost of 
production, and the decline in the value of the thirty principat 
crops of the country between 1919 and 1921 was over $8,000,- 
000.000: and if to this be added the decline in the value of live- 
stock and other crops, we would have a total decline in the 
value of farm products of nearly, if not quite $10,000,000,000 
between 1919 and 192 The decline in the value of these 
thirty crops between 1920 and 1921 was $3,600,000,000; and 
if to that be added the decline in livestock and other products 
the net decline for 1921 as compared with 1920 would be 
$5,000,000, 000. 

“The total value of the thirty principal crops of the country 
in 1921 was $5,660,000,000 compared with $8,900,000,000 as 
the five year average between 1914 and 191s. 

“These figures tell you something of what the farmer has 
had to face; and you must remember that while the prices 
of all products have shown this enormous decrease, the cost 
of raising them was far and away above any cost known 
in the past. 

“The railroads are important to the country. No one can 
study the situation without realizing that the expansion of 
railroad facilities is vital to the prosperity of the country. 
But I am sure that you will be one of the last men in the 
world to say that railroad transportation is more vital than 
is the existence of agriculture; and agriculture in this country 
is seriously menaced, and unless the farmers can secure a 
living price for their products you will see millions of acres 
of land abandoned and the cities overcrowded; and the 
country will then be forced, by reason of a famine in food- 
stuffs, to pay a price for all farm products which would 
stagger civilization itself, or else depend, to a large extent. 
upon the foodstuffs raised by labor at 3c to 5c a day in the 
Orient. 

“You say that it is not to the interest of the public generally 
that rates be lowered without a corresponding and preceding 
reduction in operating costs. Granted, in one sense, that this 
is true; but it is equally true that it was not to the interest 
of the public that the prices of farm products be forced down 
below the cost of production, and thus millions of farmers 
be made bankrupt. 

“In the matter of water transportation, you are. of course. 
aware of the fact that among the great nations of he world 


we are the most backward in the utilization of water facilities 
for transportation. You know that in this respect Germany 
and other European countries are very far ahead of us. From 
the day of George Washington on down to the present hour, 
leading statesmen, including most of those who held the 
presidential office, have reiterated the supreme need of develo} 
ing our water transportation facilities. Without the constri: 
tion of the Soo Canal we should never have had the enormous 
expansion of the Lake ports and the development of our iron 
and steel interests. The creation of that business by th 
extremely low freight rates made possible by this water trans 
portation through a canal on which no tolls are collected 
brought about the enormous enrichment of the railroads of : 
of that region through the larger volume of passenger an‘| 
freight traffic which they carried. I believe you will agr 
with me that it would have been most unwise for this count 
ever to have permitted the railroads to control transportati: 
on the Lakes or through the Soo Canal. 

“You are, of course, familiar with the fact that trai 
continental lines vigorously fought for years the building «1 
the Panama Canal. Mr. C. P. Huntington was outspok: 
in his criticism of constructing such a canal, and the publ 
knew that the reason for this opposition was because it wou 
give the public lower freight rates; and thus the railroa 
were creating hostility when they should have been creati 
friendship. 

“In the building of our railroads many millions of acr 
of lands were donated by the National Government, ai 
many millions of dollars were given as a bonus to secu 
railroad construction through counties and towns. The cou 
try in that way subsidized the building of railroads to a f: 
larger extent than it has ever subsidized the improvement « 
our waterways. The lands which were given to these rai 
roads in order to secure their building, in the aggregate fa 
exceeded in value the money expended upon the deepening 
of our rivers and harbors; and the deepening of the river~ 
and harbors has inured directly to the advantage of the rai 
roads. 

“T can well rememker when commercial organizations 
Baltimore thought that if they could secure an 1S foot channe 
by the work of the Federal Government they would be greatl 
blessed; and from year to year they have naturally enlarge: 
their horizon as to the matter of a deeper channel, and now 
it is practically double what they once thought would be 
ample. The same thing has been done in every America 
port. and it was because of this expenditure made for th 
deepening of harbors that the volume of railroad traffic to 
and from these ports has been so enormously expanded. 

“The deepening of interior waterways is of equal importanc 
to the deepening of harbors, and I cannot agree that there is 
any more reason why the water transportation facilities 
created by the Government through the deepening of the Ohio 
and the Mississippi and other rivers should be controlled by 
the railroads, thin there is why the railroads should not 
control the deepened harbor facilities of every Atlantic and 
Pacific and Gulf port. In its day the stage coach represented 
vested capital upon which rested the ability of the peopl 
to travel to and from different points. The railroad swept 
out of existence the stage coach and the capital invested 
therein, and turned into other uses the men and the horses 
which had been in stage coaching. I think it would have 
been just as unwise for the stage coach people of early days 
to have bitterly fought the building of railroads, as it would 
be now for the railroads to question the wisdom on the part 
of the country of deepening our rivers and increasing our 
water transportation facilities and our highways for motor 
transportation to the greatest possible extent. The welfare 
of the public at large is greater than the welfare of any 
individual interest. If the railroads join hands in spirit an1 
in action with every improvement in the deepening of rivers 
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and harbors and the building of highways for the public 
welfare, they will in the long run win far more of public 
favor and of profit to themselves than they can possibly win 
by antagonizing these interests. 

‘The people are afraid to follow your suggestion of co- 
ordinating under rail control the rail and water services. 
Their experience with railroad management, largely due to 
the methods of financial interests which have controlled the 
railroads, has not caused them to have faith in permitting 
these new developments in transportation to come under the 
eontrol of railroads. 

“In thus presenting my views on these questions I am sure 
you will accord to me the credit of thorough candcr, and «f 
some knowledge of public sentiment and of economic problems, 
since it is to these matters I have given considerably more 
than forty years of close study, for I was discussing these 
problems through the newspapers before I established the 
MANUFACTURERS Recorp forty years ago. And in those days i 
knew, because I was handling for a number of papers the 
development of our grain trade in 1879 and 1880, that many 
railroads were giving large rebates to favored firms, and 
that in many cases these rebates became a national scandal 
Many methods have changed since those days, and the things 
which were then regarded as ethical would today be regarded 
as extremely unethical: but the influence of the evil done 
then still clings to the whole railroad system, and the rail- 
roads and the country alike are paying the penalty for the 
blunders or the worse than blunders committed at that time 
and for a great many years afterwards, 

“Let me suggest, therefore, in a spirit of the utmost friendly 
interest to railroads, that economic laws more powerful than 
those of all the interests dominating the railroads of the 
country, are at work. Financial forces broke down the 
nation’s prosperity. The same financial forces must upbuild the 
nation’s prosperity and bring back higher prices, and increased 
activity to agriculture, and general business interests, or the 
railroads will continue to suffer. The public holds the rail- 
roads to a large extent responsible for the financial crimes 
comitted by powerful international banking interests which 
have largely dominated railroad management, and only through 
a reversal of the policies which have prevailed will railroads 
themselves win back that public sentiment so essential to 
their welfare. 

“T know full well that if we had a normal volume of business 
in this country the entire railroad business would be swamped, 
broken down completely, and unable to handle the traffic; and 
I know what this would mean in the matter of loss of busi- 
ness and of profits to the country. But on the other hand, | 
am presenting to you the actual facts which you and other 
railroad men must calmly and courageously face, regardless 
of what may be your own views as to what should be the 


conditions under which you can operate.

WHERE HIGH FREIGHT RATES KILLED A 
COAL BUSINESS. 
West Blocton. Ala.. February 28, 1922. 
Editor Manufacturers Record: 

In a recent issue I notice a letter from Mr. J. D. 
Karasik, president, Karasik, Friedman & Company, Inc.. 
iron and steel—new and relaying rails. Please let me com- 
mend you for the publication of this letter and the sensible 
comment of yours following it as published in the Record. 
The railroads are standing in their own light and courting 
the enmity of the very people who have always stood as their 
friends and defenders and at the same time are absolutely 
strangling business and business prospects to death. Others, 
I am sure. have stood like me, holding their breath, as though 
they were expecting a great calamity, hoping that something 
would happen. some power—-the Government—public senti- 


ment or some great instrument like the Recorp would use it 
or their influence to bring relief, and now the business chan- 
nels are practically frozen from bank to bank and men who 
have done things and who usually look to the future with 
believing eyes are made dumb with the sight of excessive 
rail rates, so it’s time for you, with your great torch of learn- 
ing as an apostle of progress, which the business men of the 
country have learned to style you, to go forth, that relief 
might come and come quick. 

I have been in the mining business for several years and 
this spring we went back to the Garfield wage. Prior to that 
time we had been 24 per cent higher and to give you an illus 
tration of what we have done, the Government said that $3.4% 
for Cahaba Run of mine coal was a fair price when the Gar- 
field wage obtained, but now we are selling run of mine 
coal for $2.75 to $3, trying to hold things together and keep 
business alive. To do this and pay the Garfield wage will 
not average depreciation on properties of the district. But 
what have the railroads done? They charge the same war- 
peak price and say that they are not making sufficient re- 
turns on investments to warrant reductions. How can they 
make sufficient returns when their freight trains go down the 
road with the same overhead expense in their conductors, 
engineers, flagmen, ete., pulling two to five cars when they 
could and should, with a decent freight rate pull 50. 

To give you an illustration why the mines are running but 
one and two days per week and many of them closed down 
and have been for the past year and to prove that it is freight 
rates that have caused so many stacks to be cold and indus- 
tries down—let me tell you the following. Just last week we 
had a customer order a car of lump coal by wire for Eldo- 
rado, Ark. We started the car loading, but through re- 
spect for our customer who had formerly been a good buyer 
in Mississippi, we wired Birmingham for rates and they 
wired us thet the rate was $5.96 per ton, so we wired our 
customer and in turn he immediately wired us that he wanted 
and needed the coal but absolutely would not and could not 
pay such freight rates and thanked us for our interest in the 
matter in his behalf. 

Now it’s men like this who will not stand and be bled 
white that cause us to run two or three days per week and 
other mines the same or even less. The car of coal referred 
to above is now standing on demurrage and we are paying the 
railroad $5 per day on it. Our men are getting slack time. 
The men of other industries, many of whom are down alto- 
gether, are either wanting for actual bread or in case they run 
slack time, are suffering and the merchants and all lines of 
business are stagnant or stopped and actual suffering is at 
hand. Iam also interested in the lumber business and if I had 
the space to tell you about a car of lumber that we shipped 
from Brent, Ala., to Indianapolis with a freigh*+ rate of $19 
lacking a few cents and from which we realized less than $6, 
and for good, long leaf stuff, too, you would then known why 
so many mills are idle on this eve of a greatly needed build- 
ing era. 

I fought and worked against the Comer administration in 
Alabama a few years back because I thought it was unjust 
to the railroads, but for them now to hold unrelenting their 
strangle hold and watch business and industries of all kinds 
fade and wither and much of it actually die, as I said in the 
beginning, we will not be so generous with our aid and sym- 
pathy when they call again and—they will eall. I hope and 
believe that you will touch every power that be that can be 
used to bring us relief and bring it quick.

HALF YEARLY REPORT OF COTTON AND 
COTTONSEED. 
OR the six months ending January 31, 3,011,457 bales of 
F cotton were compared with 2,337,319 
consumed during the corresponding period of last season.

On January 31, there were reported in consuming establish- 
inents 1.675.033 bales compared with 1,263,961 bales January 
31, 1921, and on January 31, 4,618,226 bales were held in 
public storage and at compresses compared with 5,645,482 
bales January 31, 1921. 

Cotton exports increased from 3,035,748 bales for the first 
six months of the 1921 cotton year to 3,584,270 bales for the 
six months ending January 31 last. Likewise imports of 
cotton increased from 128,174 bales to 197,799 bales during 
the six months period. Exports of cotton to the United 
Kingdom 131.781 bales during the last six 
months compared with the corresponding six months of 1921, 
while our exports to France increased by 24.198 bales, ex- 
ports to Germany increased by 199,980 bales, and the experts 
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to Japan jumped from 142,111 bales to 597,297 bales, or a 
gui of 455.186 bales. 

From August 1, 1921 to January 3, 1922, 2,649,510 tons of 
colton seed were received at American oil mills compared 
with 3.025.565 tons of seed for the corresponding period of 
last season. Of this quantity, 2,328,402 tons were crushed 
during the six months ending January 31 compared with 2,-

WHAT FREE LABOR DID FOR LOS ANGELES. 
ROADLY speaking Los Angeles is the most rapidly ad- 

B vyancing city in the United States. It has far out- 
stripped San Francisco in population, and is becoming one of 
the great industrial centers of the country. 

Los Angeles is pre-eminently an open shop city. San 
Francisco is pre-eminently a radical labor union dominated 
city, though San Francisco business men have at last deter- 
mined to try to break the throttling power of the labor unions 
which have been a curse to that city. 

Mr. Richard Spillane. one of the editors of the Philadel- 
phia Ledger, writing from Los Angeles to that paper, said: 

“Los Angeles is the wonder city of the West. It was 
affected to less degree, perhaps than any other center of the 
United States by the depression. With only a few excep- 
tions. its industrial and general business concerns are doing 
more than in 1920. It is a city of optimists * * *. Some ex- 
travagant spirits predict Los Angeles is destined to be the 
second city of America. Today it has the largest popula- 
tion on the West Coast, and is growing so fast as to startle 
a placid Easterner.” 

In enumerating the assets which have brought about this 
wonderful condition, Mr. Spillane says: 

“It has no labor troubles. That may be ascribed in part to 
the McNamara dynamite outrage of years ago that so incensed 
the public that unionism has been banned here ever since.” 

It will be remembered that for many years the Los Angeles 
Times, under the editorship of General Otis, made a con- 
sistent and persistent fight to prevent the encroachment of 
unionism in Los Angeles, and that because of this sturdy 
opposition that paper’s plant was dynamited and more than 
twenty people killed and wounded by a gang of desperate 
murderers working under labor unionism. This so aroused 
the people of Los Angeles that they determined to abolish 
forever from that city the labor union power which could be 
guilty of such an inhuman crime as the dynamiting of news- 
paper plants and the killing of the innocent men employed 
therein. Since that day Los Angeles has flourished as few 
cities in this country. It has grown amazingly in popula- 
tion, in wealth and in industries. Its working people have 
become prosperous and are home owners to a remarkable 
extent. There are no labor troubles there as in other cities. 
No radical labor unionism holds sway over the destinies of 
its people. 

At the 27th annual meeting of the Merchants and Manu- 
facturers Association of Los Angeles, President Irwin H. 
Rice, in his annual report, just issued, attributed to the 
open shop the enormous and uninterrupted prosperity of 
Los Angeles, indicated in the fact that in 1921 nearly 
$83,000.000 was invested there in new building construction, 
which sum exceeded that of all the principal cities of the 
Coast combined. Industrial expansion, increase in popu- 
lation and prosperity in every line are recorded for 1921 
in the report of President Rice, and from its opening 
paragraph, in which the twenty-second anniversary of the 
open shop principle in Los Angeles is celebrated, down to 
the last word of the report, the importance of maintaining 
the open shop is dwelt upon and emphasized. 

The fight which Los Angeles made for freedom is one which 
must be made by other cities, however great the odds which 


at times they may have to face. Men must be willing te 
risk. as did General Otis, the fury of radical unionism, 
ready at any moment, as it was then, to blast by dynamite 
or to destroy by the gun the lives of people who dare to 
oppose its power. There is no safety in this country, DO 
sufety in business or liberty wherever lab unionism holds 
the dominating sway. 

The labor union agitator is rightly named. He is an 
iting agitation, 
and men when on this job are paid much larger salaries than 
amuzing that 
many honest minded workmen who do not at heart believe 


agitator for evil. His job depends upon 
the honest workmen whom they control. It 


in these radical methods, are willing to submit to the pay- 
ment of dues which give to these labor agitators far greater 
salaries than they would earn as mechanics in the unions 
to which they belong. 

As Los Angeles fought for and won its liberty by the un- 
tiring energy of its people, so must ever) mmunity in the 
country, if it would be safe, rid itself of the power of radical 
unionism. The fight is not one against lahor forces per se 
It is prompted by no spirit of ill will to labor, but it is 
prompted by the awakened determination of the country 
not to be enthralled by the existence of more enslaving 
power than that which ever held the black man in slavery.

:Few decisions of the Supreme Court of the United States 
have given rise to a greater difference of opinion as to their 
actual effect and scope than that recently made in the case 
of the American Column and Lumber Company v. The United 
States, decided December 19, 1921, (42 Supreme Court Re- 
porter 114). 

There may be more apparant, than real, difference of 
opinion because it is conceivable that many have their views 
warped as to the decision because of what they would like 
its effect to be rather than what it actually is. Those 
associations, bureaus or cooperative groups who have been 
functioning for the purpose of gathering the vital statistics 
of any industry, or part thereof, are naturally interested, 
because generally speaking they have been concerning them- 
selves with the gathering and dissemination of statistics con- 
cerning some or all of the following: stocks of goods or ma- 
terial on hand; the amount and rates of production; and 
sales,—past sales,—either in respect to volume or prices or 
both. 

It is easy to conceive that there is a desire on the part of 
all such to believe, if the facts warrant it, that the hardwood 
decision does not touch these vital phases of their activities, 
but that the case went off on facts and circumstances peculiar 
to the activities of the group under investigation, and not 
eommon to other groups, associations or bureaus. 

The view that the hardwood decision is limited has been 
expressed in some of the industrial journals. Guarded 
opinions of attorneys for certain bureaus have been procured, 
which seem to say that such is their opinion, but it is doubt- 
ful if these views will bear critical analysis, and they at 
least seem to be open to the possible criticism that the “wish 
was father to the thought.” 

It is the purpose of the writer to call attention to, at least, 
some of the circumstances which indicate that the decision is, 
as respects the compiling and distribution of stock informa- 
tion, production information and sales information, absolute, 
unqualified, unrestricted and unlimited. 

If such is the effect of the decision then of course it goes 
without saying that the sooner all trade associations recognize 
this fact the better, and that they cannot serve their own 
best interests by endeavoring to deceive themselves. 

If such is the fact, then this decision has created a supreme 
crisis in respect to trade association activities. 

What it is sought here to ascertain is the scope and effect 
of the decision rather than the discussion contained in the 
opinion announcing the decision of the case by the supreme 
court. There may be an important distinction between the 
scope of the discussion in the opinion and the actual decision 
made. It is conceivable that an opinion in a case may not 
justify the actual decision reached, in fact such seems to be 
the present case, but however that may be, in such cases as 
the present the decision may be more important than the 
‘opinion. 

In order to understand what the decision is, it is necessary 
to examine the final decree of the court below, from which 
the appeal was taken, and then ascertain what the action of 
the Supreme Court was upon that decree. It may be remarked 


parenthetically, that it seems, that here is where some of the 
confusion has its source, for apparently some persons have 
undertaken to express their views in regard to the effect of 
this decision, being advertent only to the opinion of the court, 
and apparently not carefully analyzing the very broad and 
unrestricted language of a part of the injuction decree. This 
may have resulted in part from the fact that the injunction 
is not set out in the opinion, and it has not been generally 
printed along with the opinion. 

We shall make no attempt, except incidentally to consider 
the whole injunction, but for our present purpose we will be 
content to quote clause (b) thereof. By it the defendant 
were enjoined : 


he 


“(b) Not to take any further steps whatsoever in compiling, 
printing, or distributing through the said F. R. Gadd, ‘Man- 
ager of Statistics,’ or otherwise, at Memphis, in this district, 
or elsewhere, the next issues of the monthly ‘Stock Report. 
monthly ‘Production Report’ and weekly ‘Sales Report’ of 
the said so-called ‘Open Competition Plan,’ or any such or 
familiar reports.” 

Here then is an absolute prohibition of the doing of thes 
things regardless of the purpose for which they are done. 
will be noted that the prohibition is not against the doing « 
these things for or in aid of an illegal purpose. The prohili- 
tion is in no way limited and is not conditional or dependent 
upon anything. Those familiar with the trial of this case 
know that the government conducted its case upon the theory 
that the doing of these things was, in and of itself, illegal 
and should be absolutely prohibited, and that the illegality 
did not depend upon the purposes for which the information 
as to stocks, production and sales was gathered and distrib- 
uted. Furthermore, before the trial court the defendants 
endeavored to secure a limiting of this prohibition so that 
these things would be prohibited only when and to the extent 
they were indulged in for an illegal purpose. This the Govern- 
ment resisted and the Government’s position in this regard 
was upheld. 


The broad contention of the Government as we understood 
it. was that the Sherman Act prohibited not only conspiracy 
but combination and cooperation to do anything which might 
have the purpose or tendency to restrain trade, the Govern- 
ment contending that if by the collection and dissemination 
of such statistics under some circumstances prices might be 
increased (although not denying that under opposite condi 
tions prices would be decreased) the plan was illegal under 
the Sherman Law. In other words that whether proper or 
not aS a moral or economic proposition, as a legal proposition 
these things were prohibited by the Sherman Law, and that 
if trade associations of this character were desirable, the 
fault was with the law and not with the Government's con- 
struction thereof, 

That the Government conceived this case to involve these 
basie considerations, to-wit, the question of collection and 
dissemination of statistics of the character above mentioned, 
is evidenced by the fact that: 

By clause (a) of the injuction, the holding of the monthly 


meetings was not enjoined, but only the making of the alleged 
agreements thereat was enjoined. 
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by clause (c) the association meetings were not enjoined 
but the discussion of prices thereat. 

Iv clause (d) the prediction that high prices of hardwoods 
will continue, ete., was prohibited. 

by clause (e) the distribution of printed statements, ex- 
planations or arguments designed to incite the defendants to 
maintain and enhance prices was prohibited. 

iy clause (f) the defendants were directed to effect the 
abandonment of all efforts whatsoever by or through said 
association, having the purpose or tendency to maintain or 
enhance the prices of hardwood lumber. 

By clause (g) the defendants were directed not to do any 
further act or thing whatsoever having the purpose or tend- 
ency to continue in effect the alleged conspiracy to maintain 
and enhance prices. . 

By clause (b), however, the collection, compiling. printing 
and distributing of the production reports, stock reports and 
sales reports were absolutely prohibited. 

It is significant that the Government regarded these as the 
heart and kernel of the case, for the proposal was made that 
the Government might, without contest. take an injunction 
against everything else that was enjoined by this injunction, 
the market letters, the so-called booster letters, the comments. 
analyses, ete.. if only it would permit the collection and 
distribution of the information concerning stocks, production 
and past sales. This it declined to do. 

When the case went to the Supreme Court, the point was 
again distinctly made that the injunction against the collec 
tion and dissemination of these statistics was too broad. and 
previous decisions of the Supreme Court, like the Buck Stove 
and Range Company vy. The American Federation of Labor. 
and the Corn Products case and others. were cited to the 
effect that in framing an injunction only the elements o1 
parts that were unlawful would be enjoined. and that a 
practice or act. innocent and lawful in itself. should not be 
prohibited absolutely, forever, because it may have been 
previously employed as part of an unlawful plan. This 
argument, of course was based upon the assumption that the 
collection and distribution of stock, production, and sales 
statistics by cooperative means were not inherently illegal. 
and therefore ought not to be enjoined except to the extent 
the Court found they had been used in an illegal way or for 
an illegal purpose, but the Supreme Court didmot modify in 
any respect the injunction, but approved clause (b) of the 
injunction along with all the rest of the injunction order, and 
its holding in that regard in not so limiting the injunction 
as in the precedents cited, is, unless the Court is to be presumed 
to have been guilty of an inadvertence, tantamount to a 
decision that the collection and distribution of these data wer« 
entirely and inherently illegal and therefore properly wholly 
enjoined. 

There is no possible escape from this conclusion as to the 
actual effect of the decision, and this wholly aside from 
whether the discussion of the subject in the majority opinion 
justifies so sweeping an injunction or not. The actual effect 
of the decision remains the same. whether the Court has 
satisfactorily explained the reasons for the decision or not. 

There are some circumstances indicating that there is no 
misconception on the part of the Government as to the fund- 
amental unlimited, unrestricted character of this decision. 

It will be remembered that the Department of Justice put 
out a semi-official announcement in regard to the decision of 
this case shortly after Judge McCall decided it. seeming te 
give netice to all trade associations over the country generally 
that they must be governed by this decision, which it con 
ceived to be a sweeping condemnation of trade association 
practices generally, at least of the character involved in this 
ease, 

Again it is reported that the Government, believing that th> 
essence of trade association rights as to gathering and distri 
uting trade statistics was involved in this case, consented to 
defer action in certain other cases until this case was decided, 


on the ground, as was reported, that the fundamental questions 
Were substantially the same. 

Furthermore the dissenting opinion of Mr. Justice Holmes 
clearly indicates that these basic fundamental questions were 
considered and decided by the Court, and that he conceives the 
effect of the decision to be to prohibit the collection and 
distribution of reports in respect to stocks, production and 
sales. 

The series of conferences which have Deen taking place 
between the Department of Commerce and the Department 
of Justice as to the proper scope of association activities and 
functions, began after Judge McCall's decision and were based 
upon the idea that the case involved the fundamental con- 
struction of the Sherman Law, and seemingly these confer- 
ences have continued since the Supreme Court decided the 
case, upon the theory that the decision is fundamental and 
unlimited. 

If such is the real effect of this decision, those who are 
counselling industry and business that the decision is limited 
are, in the opinion of the writer, not doing those to whom the 
advice is given a real service, but on the contrary a positive 
harm, because it would seem that it is vastly better to meet 
the crisis that has been created by this decision by constructive 
efforts to remedy the situation produced, rather than to en 
deavor to hide our heads in the sand in an effort to escape 
seeing what that situation really is. 


North Carolina Not a One Crop State. 

Raleigh, N. C.. Mareh 6—[Special.]—The enviable posi 
tion that North Carolina holds in the value of her crops is 
shown by the Cooperative Crop Reporting Service of the 
United States and North Carolina Agricultural Department 
in a late report. 

The large value was due primarily to tobacco, cotton, corn, 
and several other crops. But that North Carolina has a 
diversity of crops is evident from the 33 per cent acreage 
being in corn; 20 per cent in cotton; over 10 per cent in 
small grains; hays about the same; improved pastures 8 
per cent: soybeans, cowpeas, and peanuts combined over 8 
per cent; while tobacco has but about six per cent of the total 
cultivated area. 

Texas ranks first on the 22 principal crops and has half 
its value in cotton, Illinois is second with 48 per cent in 
corn, Towa is third with 839 per cent in corn alone, while 
Kansas has over sixty per cent and Nebraska 87 per cent 
of their crop values in wheat. 

North Carolina is, therefore, less of a one crop state than 
these so called model states. In fact this state can with 
credit, compare its year’s money return per acre of im 
proved land with that of the other leading states. These 
values are as follows: North Carolina $28.00 per acre; New 
York $15.80; California $15.60; Illinois $11.80; Texas $10.9: 
and Iowa with only $10.00 per acre. 

In comparison with these states, says the report, we rank 
fourth in value, but an analysis of our per cent of farm land 
und value of crops is surprising. The value of all crops and 
the acreage of farm land in North Carolina compared with 
that in the other leading states is respectively as follows: 
Texas 65, and 25 per cent; Illinois 85 and 30: Iowa 68 and 29: 
New York 110 and 62; 
have 121 per cent and of her improved acreage, this state

has only 69 per cent.

Atlanta, Ga., March 4—[Special.]—The Atlanta National 
Bank’s bid of $2,875.890 for the first $2,800,000 of this city’s 
bond issue has been accepted, providing $500,000 for the 
Spring St. viaduct, $400,000 for water works improvements, 
$500,000 for sewer extensions, and $1,400,000 for schools. The 
next sale of the remaining bonds, $6,050,000, will be made in 
September, the bonds just sold being scheduled to take care 
of work until that time. 





Activity in Brick and Clay Products. 

Birmingham. Ala.. March 6—[Special.]—“The brick business 
was better in January of this year than in January, 1921, 
and the same was true of February,” said John W. Sibley 
of the Birmingham Clay Products Co., recently. Continuing, 
he said: “The outlook is undeniably good.

The brick manufacturers of the 
district, are alive to the housing shortage. which, despite 
last year’s building activity appears to be as great as ever.

Richmond, Va., March 6—[Special.]—Herbert L. Cain, 
church architect, of this city, is preparing plans for 10 church 
buildings, contracts for which will practically all be awarded 
during this month, involving the expenditure of approximately 
$450,000. 

The structures range from a $12,000 building for the 
Baptist Church, Marshall, Va., to the $175,000 two s ry 
and basement building of Calvary Baptist Church, Roanoke, 
Va., for which H. M. Miller, Roanoke is the architect and 
Mr. Cain is acting as consulting architect.

Logan Coal Field Breaks 17-Year Record. 

Logan, W. Va., March 4—[Special.|—For the first time in 
17 vears the Logan county fields produced and shipped in a 
six day period more than 300,000 tons of coal, according to 
a summary just compiled. The best previous record was 
made during the week of October 22, 1921, when 294,595 
tons were produced. The shipments for the week of February 
18, totaled 6054 cars or 302,730 tons. 

Added to the tonnage shipped during January and up to 
February 18, the total for the vear is 1,534,589 tons, which is 
far greater than the average over the same period last year 
and which established a new record for the field. One 
hundred operations out of 134 were working on good tim: 
The coal market is more brisk than for months, and the 
local operators are taking full advantage of the conditions 
to keep their mines running and their men employed as near 
to full time as possible.

Cement Mills Operate at Capacity. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 6—[Special.]—Construction work 
under way and in prospect in the South is of such volume 
that cement mills of Alabama have felt the need for capacity 
operations, which promise to continue throughout the year. 
One manufacturer states the demand will be so great that 
practically all cement plants will be able to operate on a 
full time basis. 

It is estimated that road construction in this and adjacent 
states will require about 2,000,000 barrels. In addition to 
this there is the general demand coming from new and 
deferred construction now getting under way or to be started 
in the near future. 

Birmingham brick manufacturers report that business in 
the past two months was decidedly better than in the same 
months last year, and that new orders and inquiries are 
being received steadily. 





Shipping Active at Beaumont. 

Beaumont, Texas, March 4—[Special.]—Shipping through 
this port has been decidedly brisk during the past few weeks 
and even greater activity is anticipated in exports. Recently 
eight vessels entered and a like number departed in a week. 
The West Ira, of 8800 tons under the flag of the Tampa Inter- 
Ocean Steamship Co., was the first vessel of this size to 
come up the channel without the aid of a tug boat. She 
loaded 1100 tons of serap iron intended for Japan, and at 
Port Arthur took aboard 40,000 cases of refined oil. The 
Lake Slavi of the Kykes Line cleared with 270.000 feet of 
lumber, 40 tons of asphalt, 25 tons of box shooks, and 2000 
pockets of rice. The Lake Fairlie carried 14.000 pockets of 


rice and 71,600 feet of lumber for the West Indies. Oil 
shipments consisted of 2,100,000 gallons exported and _ 5,- 
500,000 gallons for coastwise shipments. 


$1,400,000 Bonds for Municipal Improvements. 

Orlando, Fla., March 4—[Special.]—By a vote of three to 
one, $1,400,000 in bonds was voted here recently, $975,000 of 
which will be used to purchase the water and light plant now 
owned by a private corporation. The appraised value of the 
properties is $607,000, and the remainder of the money will be 
expended in necessary improvements and extensions. There 
is also included $340,000 for a complete sewer system, with 
a disposal unit; $60,000 for the erection of a public library, 
and $25,000 for an incinerator plant. 


Richmond Building Permits Quadruple in Value. 
Richmond, Va., March 4—[Special.]—Building permits is- 
sued here during last month had a valuation almost four 
times those of the same month last year. In all, 152 permits 
authorizing construction totaling $2,284,942 were issued, com- 
pared with 130 permits for $647,616 for February, 1921. 
The work authorized so far this year totals $2,722,148. 


Preparing Plans for Large School at’ Kerrville. 

Kerrville, Texas, March 4—[Special.]J—Clyce & Rolfe, 
architects, Sherman, Texas, have been engaged to prepare 
plans for a boys’ preparatory school here. A number of 
school buildings, dormitories, administration group, and 
houses for instructors are included. It is planned to have 
everything in readiness for bids by June 1. 
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$1,000,000 Hygiene and Public Health Building for 

Johns Hopkins—Funds from $6,000,000 Gift of 

Rockefeller Foundation. 

Plans are being prepared for a $1,000,000 building for the 
School of Hygiene and Public Health of Johns Hopkins 
University, Baltimore, to be erected through a gift of $6,- 
000,000 provided by the Rockefeller Foundation, of which 
$5,000,000 is for permanent endowment. Archer & Allen, 
Baltimore, architects are at work on the plans in co-oper- 
ation with C. A. Coolidge of Boston and S. B. Fenner 
of New York, consulting architects. The new structure will 
be the most complete building in the country for teaching 
of public hygiene and health. It will have large lecture 
rooms, adequate laboratory facilities with complete and 
elaborate equipment, an extensive library, and a large mu- 
seum. The school is a unique institution, being the only one 
in America conducted by a staff devoting its entire time to 
instruction in preventative medicine, including the training 
of teachers and physicians to safeguard community health. 
It is a center of training for sanitary engineers, inspectors 
of foods. industrial physicians, public health administrators 
and nurses. Tentative plans call for an 8-story building at 
Wolfe and Monument Streets. The construction of ad- 
ditional units to the university and hospital buildings begun 
a few weeks ago calls for the expenditure of $800,000, con- 
tract having been awarded J. Henry Miller, Inec., of Balti- 
more. It provides for a woman's clinic and pathological unit 
of 6 and 8 stories respectively. 





February Building Totals Show a Steady increase In 
Construction Activity Throughout the South. 
Abundant evidence is not lacking that a steadily increas- 

ing forward movement in construction activities throughout 

the South is in progress. In addition to the big increase in 
the valuation of building permits in January over December 
and the corresponding month last year, and the tremendous 
increase in the amount of money involved in contracts 
awarded for building projects of every kind during January 
and February as compared with the same months last year, 
the summary for February herewith shows in practically all 
lines an increase over the items published during the preced- 

ing month. The total for February was 4859, making 8011 

for the first two months of the year, compared with 7170 

items for the same months last year. The number last month 

exceeded every month in 1921 with the exception of March 
when a total of 4765 items was published, and this despite 
the fact that the February total represents but four issues. 

The average number of industrial, building, financial and 

machinery wanted items published each week of February 

was about 1090 compared with the average of 953 for the 
record month of March, 1921, and with averages of 840 for 

December, 1921 and 908 the first month of this year. 

The number of road projects continues to increase steadily, 
and there is no sign yet that the height of activity is near. 
During the month just closed 415 items of this character 
were published, compared with 324 in January. Bridges, 
culverts and viaducts announcements numbered 117 compared 
with 111 for January. Construction of school buildings is 
being vigorously advanced in practically every locality. In 


February 280 school items were published compared with 226 


in January. This total will increase for some time no doubt, 
judging from the amount of money provided recently by bonds 
voted, for this purpose as well as for the construction of 
similar municipal, county and state projects. Dwelling con- 
struction is represented by 2038 items against 185 in the 
preceding month. 

Bearing out the widespread character of the activity now 
under way miscellaneous factory items set a new high record 
numbering 198. The previous high mark was for September, 


1920, when a sudden spurt sent the total to 199, the previous 
record having been 305 items published in April, 1920.  Mis- 
cellaneous construction items increased from 46 in January 
to 54 last month, while enterprises that totaled 116 in the 
first month of the year were 134 last month. Construction of 
an industrial nature has been slowly increasing for many 
months and there are unmistakable signs of continued future 
improvements. This classification promises to play a very 
important part in building trades’ activities this year 

Construction of stores, business houses, apartment honses 
and hotels, office buildings, churches, textile mills and varied 
classifications is being undertaken in greater volume than 
for many months, and the activity indicated by the sum- 
mary for February is further noteworthy when the se:son 
is considered. 

Taken as a whole a comparison of activities shown by 
these items demonstrates a generally healthy condition, with 
increasing activity now being manifested in nearly every di- 
rection, and a consistent policy of getting actual construction 
under way in advance of previously made programs. 


Industrial Developments. 
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Business Shows Continued Improvement. 

Washington, D. C., March 3—[Special.J—On the whole, 
the figures received during the past two weeks says the De- 
partment of Commerce, further emphasize the progress which 
business has made, compared with six months or a year ago. 
Nearly every industry shows slow and steady improvement 
and returning confidence. 

The increase in the price of farm products is having a far- 
reaching effect upon industry in general. Current reports 
reaching the Department of Commerce indicate that the trade 
of mail-order houses and of other distributors, largely de- 
pendent upon rural patronage, is already feeling this im- 
provement. 

In the textile industry figures previously reported showed 
that both cotton and silk consumption increased in January, 
compared to the preceding month. Wool consumption, how- 
ever, the figures for which have just become available, shows 
a decrease from 64,200,000 pounds to 61,973,000 in January; 
nevertheless, this figure is still more than double the con- 
sumption in January last year. Exports of raw cotton and 
of cotton cloth both declined in January; imports of raw 
eotton and of raw silk were both less than in December. 

Exports of iron and steel in January amounted to 157,000 
tons, the largest since April of last year. Exports of copper 
totaled 53,130,000 pounds, which was a decrease of over §8,- 
000,000 pounds from December. Imports of tin increased to 
8.103,000 pounds and were larger than for any month of 
1921. 

Exports of both bituminous and anthracite coal declined; 
bituminous exports at 644,000 tons were only a little more 
than one-fourth as large as a year ago. The increased pro- 
duction is evidently going into stocks in anticipation of the 
threatened strikes. _ 

Petroleum production in January reached a new high level 
of 43,326,000 barrels, which, accompanied by heavy imports 
and decreased consumption, brought the amount in storage 
to 195,444,000 barrels, the largest so far recorded for any 
month. 





Near 100 Per Cent Steel Production. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 4—I([Special.]|—The Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and Railroad Co. is producing as near 100 per 
cent of steel as can be attained. Eight out of nine open 
hearth furnaces operated during the week. The rail mill 
at Ensley which has been rolling 8000 tons for two weeks 
goes on a 10,000 ton schedule. Only a few weeks ago 6000 
tons was the schedule. The resumption of the blast furnace 
and the 100 per cent schedule in the ingot mill, reflects the 
operation of the finishing mills, of which the rail activity 
is an example. 

Pig iron is stronger than since the slump began a year 
ago. One maker found itself booked to capacity for March 
delivery. Coke makers found it necessary recently to borrow 
from one another to fill orders that came in rapidly. Coke 
is going to Illinois, Kansas, the Pacific coast as well as to all 
ever the South. 

High pressure pipe is in strong demand, 600 tons being 
booked from Grove City, O., 175 tons for Fairfax, Okla., 800 
tons for Minneapolis. 9000 tons for Chicago, and 2000 tons 
for Portland, Ore. 

National and American companies are close to full opera- 
tion, and United States Cast is adding to the operation of 
its two plants.

New Orleans, La., March 6—[Special.]—O. M. Gwin Con- 
struction Co., has the contract for erection of two elementary 
school buildings here at a cost of $213.500. Plans were 
prepared by E. A. Christy, city architect. 


Cotton Convention Recommends Permanent Working 
Body—Indorses Cooperative Marketing—Acreage 
Must be Reduced and Living Conditions Bettered. 
New Orleans, La., March 4—[Special.]—Delegates from 

twelve cotton producing states appointed by their respective 

State governors to meet here for investigation of problems 

confronting growers concluded a two day session last 

Friday with the adoption of resolutions requesting the organi 

zation of a permanent body to be known as “Cotton States 

Commission.” 

Specific objects of the commission if the plan is adopted 
will be: 

Control of insect pests, the betterment of living con- 
ditions for farm dwellers, the establishment of adequate 
and uniform warehouse systems, reduction of cost of 
marketing (including terminal charges and transporta- 
tion), financing the farmer during periods of production 
and marketing, ete. 

The delegates will request the governors of the cotton 
producing states to appoint three commissioners, each of 
whom will be a member of the State Department of Agri- 
culture; request the United States Secretary of Agriculture 
to appoint at least two representatives of the department 
to attend the sessions of the commission. 

The reduction of cotton acreage was urged so that inten- 
sive farming accompanied by a more thorough war on the 
pink boll worm would solve one of the great problems of the 
growers. Co-ordination of the work of the separate states 
was deemed to be the best method of solving the common 
problems. 

O. F. Bledsoe, chairman of the committee on marketing, 
read a report, which was adopted by a large majority, rec- 
ommending state laws standardizing warehouse systems, co- 
operative marketing and credit extension so that money 
would be available to farmers on bonded warehouse certifi- 
eates or their equivalent. Aaron Shapiro, attorney for the 
co-operative marketing association of California, stated tha‘ 
“the marketing problem solved, will end two-thirds of cotton 
ailments. Local warehouses should be erected and the cotton 
raised in each locality should be saved until the time comes 
to sell it, and there should be a uniform system of ware- 
housing.” 

T. B. King, of Memphis declared that “the recent trend 
towards increased cotton acreage must be checked at all 
costs. Our whole system of big acreage is wrong. Our 
organization secured a 25 per cent reduction in eotton acre- 
age last year. When we make the basis of credit something 
to eat. say corn instead of cotton we will have gone a long 
way towards a solution of the great problem in the South.” 

Col. Henry G. Hester, secretary of the New Orleans Cot- 
ton Exchance, read a carefully prepared defense of the 
future contract deploring the laws that have been suggested 
to Congress whereby the New York and New Orleans cotton 
exchanges may be regulated in dealing in futures. “You are 
here,” he said, “to devise a system of education for whites 
and blacks to properly grow cotton of high grades, so as to 
do away with the trash or unspinable cotton. You will also 
have to devise some method whereby the public can be en 
lightened and enlist the aid of national and state governments 
to get us out of mud.” 

Senator R. O. Everett, of North Carolina, was selected 
chairman of the meetings, and a resolution was adopted to 
meet at his call at a place designated by the Governor of 
North Carolina to discuss future problems... Among the 
states represented were Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi. Missouri, North Carolina, Tennessee, South 
Carolina and Texas.

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South Has Most Advantageous Industrial Locations 
Says Roger Babson—Should Make Its Products 
More Widely Known by Broad Advertising. 

New Orleans, La., March 2—[Special.]—Roger Babson, 
while in New Orleans, recently said that after a nationwide 
investigation, he has come to the conclusion that the most 
advantageous locations for the establishment of industry, 
are in “Alabama, which because of its fuel and water power, 
ranks all states in the possibilities for industrial develop- 
ment: Louisiana. which with its natural gas and great 
harbor at New Orleans, ranks second among the states 
of the union; and Georgia, the Carolinas and Mississippi, 
in the order named.” 

“The South has not one but a dozen Muscle Shoals,” he de- 
clared. “It has fuel in abundance, a mild climate, an ample 
labor supply, shipping facilities, and it is close to the world 
markets of the future—Mexico and Latin America. 

“There is Cnough water power in Alabama to light cities 
as far away as New Orleans.” 

Discussing the broad campaigns of publicity which the 
state of California has staged for many years, to tell of its 
advantages, Mr. Babson said: 

“The state of Louisiana could learn a lot from California. 
Only a few years ago I was summoned by the fruit growers 
of that state to help them in their marketing problems. They 
were losing money, the banks had bad loans, and there was 
no available labor. 

“After an investigation, I made two recommendations—- 
advertise California and California fruit, and do some ad- 
vertising in Italy to obtain a desirable class of immigrants. 

“There is a point in this connection that applies peculiarly 
to the South. It has to do with lemons. I found the Cali- 
fornia growers were raising about as many lemons as they 
were oranges. And the lemons paid a greater profit. So 
they wanted me to interest myself in the lemon problem. 

“IT told them if a man wants a lemon he buys it, no matter 
what the pri¢e. If he doesn’t want a lemon you can’t give 
him a hatful. So California turned to oranges and raisins, 
and is now raising from ten to twenty times as much. 

“It is different with the products of the South. You are 
wearing woolen clothing down here, although cotton is suit- 
able for this climate. Rice is Known and eaten mainly in 
the South. Sugar consumption varies with economic con- 
ditions. 

“Consumption of all these products could be increased 
enormously through a_ persistent and thorough campaign 
of advertising. The reason you wear woolen clothing is 
because the wool growers advertise, and the cotton growers 
don’t.” 

Mr. Babson has been making a trip through the states of 


the South Atlantic Seaboard. In a broad running commen- 
tary on conditions and possibilities throughout the section 
visited, Mr. Babson, among other things, said: 

“IT left Washington in two feet of snow and arrived in 
Florida to find the roses blooming and the trees laden with 
oranges. Truly this is a wonderful country. Although 1 
have been to Europe many times I fail to see why any Amer- 
ican has to go to Italy, France, or any other country to get 
fine climate. * * #* 

“Central and southern Florida today. is one of the most 
prosperous sections of the country. It is truly a wonderfw 
state with superb climate, a very strategic location, while its 
drained lands are wonderfully fertile. Florida would be the 
Empire State of the Union, capable of feeding the entire 
country, if its soil were tilled efficiently. Why its people fail 
to grasp their great opportunity is beyond comprehension. 
Miami some day will be a big city. Tampa has great com- 
mercial possibilities and some large places will also develop 
in the center of the state. The center of Florida with its 
high altitude, rolling country and vast quantity of lakes, 
lies almost unknown to the average American. 

“The South has many advantages over the Central West. 
It possesses great natural resources. such as coal and iron, 
unlimited water power, and splendid means of communica- 
tion. In addition, the products will be in greater demand 
as the country becomes more prosperous. The per capita 
consumption of wheat, the main product of the northern 
agricultural states, does not increase much as the people 
become more prosperous. The demand for cotton, sugar. 
beef and legumes, increases very much with the prosperity 





of the country. As the people become better off they eat more 
vegetables and less corn bread and bacon. Hence the great 
opportunity in the South lies in diversified farming. breaking 
up the large tracts into small farms, the introduction of good 
stock, and the planting of more legumes. Statistics show 
that with the finest agricultural opportunities in the country 
the South today does not even feed itself. 

“IT am especially impressed wih the religious interest found 
in the South. This shows that there is a good mora! foun 
dation upon which to build. 

“It is debatable as to whether at present the negro is ap 
asset or a liability. Some good European immigration ty 
teach him how to work efficiently and speed him up would 
help. 

“Besides stimulating the labor the soil must also be stim- 
ulated by the much more liberal use of fertilizer. Just now 
the fertilizer industry of the South is very much depressed, 
Fertilizer manufacturers need not worry, the fertilizer husij 
ness will come back in good shape. 

“If space permitted I should like to write of the wonderful 
foreign trade opportunities possessed by New Orleans, Molile, 
Pensacola, Jacksonville and other Southern seaports. Trade 
with Mexico and South America is quiet now. but some day 
this is to revive. At that time the South will greatly benefit, 

“Personally, I am distinctly bullish on the South. The 
young man of the North I should advise to go South rather 
than West. Certainly our South Atlantic states offer agricul- 
turally, industrially and commercially better opportunities 
to the young man of today than do South America, anu | 
know South America.”

I have read with great interest and much information, 
your paper for past years, and next to the Bible, consider it 
the most reliable paper written. You state cold facts on 
all subjects; you have given the public more important 
information than all other sources of information. Your 
strong and fearless fight on the Federal Reserve Board's 
destructive method has changed their tactics and saved the 
country from final destruction, and there is not yet written 
into the English language suitable words to commend you 
for your courageous service to the country. 

Our congress stood with full power to stop the misuse by 
the Federal Reserve Board of the purpose and power of the 
Wederal Reserve System, and permitted them to wreck the 
entire commerce of the world, therefore, congress is responsi- 
ble for the billions of dollars of loss to our people.

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THE IRON AND STEEL SITUATION 


Steel Demand Calls for Production Increase. 

Pittsburgh, March 4—I[Special.|—The only question that 
can be raised about the demand for steel is whether it may 
not have been increasing too rapidly for the increase to be 
continued. Demand is reflected quite accurately and promptly 
by production since all orders are for practically immediate 
shipment. Production of steel ingots is now at the rate of 
29,000,000 gross tons a year, 65 or 75 per cent increase over 
the rate at the end of December, 25 per cent increase over 
the rate of October and November, which reflected last 
autumn’s demand, and 50 per cent over the average of 1921. 

The gain itself cannot be questioned, its suddenness being 
the remarkable feature. The demand of the past two 
months cannot be attributed directly to exhaustion of stocks, 
since that liquidation was understood to have been com- 
pleted about October 1. While the mills do not appear to 
think so, there has probably been some replenishment of 
stocks in buyers’ hands, not with the idea of anticipating 
price advances or against mills falling behind hand in de- 
livery, but simply to enable distributors and manufacturing 


consumers to conduct their business in a proper and efficient 
manner, for the country was absolutely bare of even ordi- 
nary working stocks at the end of the old year. 

Wire nails have become steady at $2.40, to large and 
moderately large buyers, the price having applied a few 
weeks ago only to the largest distributers. Plain wire is 
now held pretty well at 2.25c, concessions having been in 
vogue a fortnight ago. Sheets remain very firm at 3.00c 
for black and 4.00e for galvanized, as they have been for 
more than three months. Shading in standard steel pipe 
has gone to greater lengths, and a revision in published 
lists is thought in some quarters to be only a matter of 
time. 

Demand for steel has been widespread in character for 
several months, but is now more emphatically so. The only 
conspicuous absentee from the market, the agricultural im- 
plement trade, has begun to buy in a small way, while rail- 
road buying, in rails, cars and locomotives. is at any rate 
decidedly heavier than was indicated likely by statements 
made by many prominent railway officials late in December. 

Taking the different lines of steel consumption, easily the 
heaviest demand for steel is in connection with the building 
trades, as indicated by buying of nails, black and galvanized 
pipe and sheets for eaves trough and conductor pipe, metal 
lathing and ceiling, etc. Demand for oil country tubular 
goods is seasonally light, but does not promise to be as 
good this year as last. Structural steel, for large buildings, 
is doing somewhat better month by month. 

Following recent buying of scrap at Steubenville and 
Youngstown, the immediate Pittsburgh district has looked 
up in the past week, the Pittsburgh Steel Company and 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Company having bought more than 
10,000 tons of heavy melting steel, at a reported price of 
$15, delivered, after being out of the market for several 
months. 

While furnaces are asking $18, valley. for basic iron, the 
record is that sales for a month past have been at $17.75, 
a fact developed this week by the announcement of W. P. 
Snyder & Company's average. Foundry iron, however, which 
recently sold at $18.75, valley, in a large lot, has been 
bringing $19 in moderate sized lots. Bessemer is $19 to 
$19.50. 

Connellsville furnace coke has no more than held its 
recent advance, remaining quotable at $3.25 to $3.50, de- 
pending on tonnage and brand. Foundry coke has advanced 
farther and is firm at $4.25 to $4.75, according to brand, 
an advance of a full 50 cents in two or three weeks. 


Better Feeling at Birmingham. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 6—[Special.]—Decidedly better 
feeling obtains in the Alabama industrial fields, pig iron pro- 
duction and steel products being manufactured in ¢) 
quantities, the coal output is being increased and there are 
hopes of an advance in pig iron prices. The Tennessee (al, 
Iron & Railroad Company resumed operations at its No. 4 
blast furnace at Ensley and this week will have its Alice 
blast furnace, in the city of Birmingham, making iron. Both 
furnaces will produce basic iron. At the same time it is an- 
nounced the steel mill operations of the United States Stee] 
Corporation subsidiaries in this district will increase their 
activities and bring about greater outputs. Sales of pig iron 
are a little livelier though the quotations are reported still 
around $15.50 per ton. No. 2 foundry.

Shipment of iron from this district is on a greater scale 
and there is an increased melting of the product in the 
home territory. The blowing in of the two blast furnaces 
by the Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad Company brings 
about necessity for increasing the coal production as well 
as coke output and additional mines and coke ovens have 
been started up. Announcement will be made shortly by 
the Sloss-Sheftield Steel & Iron Company as to the blowing 
in of one of its blast furnaces in Birmingham. The Ala- 
bama Company is making but little effort for further busi- 
ness for shipment during the month of March, having sold 
on its probable make, with one furnace in operation, to quite 
an extent. The Gulf States Steel Company is getting a 
bountiful supply of basic iron from its blast furnace at Gads- 
den. The Republic Iron & Steel Company has one furnace 
going and the Woodward Iron Company two, the Central 
Foundry one and the Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad Com- 
pany has six furnaces, including Alice, making iron. There 
are two charcoal furnaces in blast also. The production 
this month will be as great as any month last year, it is ex- 
pected. Many small lot sales are being made for immediate 
delivery, indicating that consumers are still buying from hand 
to mouth. 


Steel mills of the Birmingham district are taking on speed. 
Several of the departments of the big steel mills of the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad Company at Ensley are 
working on full turn and the output of the rail department 
in particular is being speeded up in an effort to produce 
between 9000 and 10,000 tons of rail weekly. The Gulf 
States Steel Company is also making progress at its steel 
plant at Gadsden, more open hearth furnaces being started 
up and the finishing departments going almost at full tilt 
The wire making plants with wire products are selling their 
goods right along and some inquiries are coming in which 
indicate possible export business.

This Line May Resume Operations. 

\s a result of the recent decision of the United States 
Railroad Labor Board authorizing J. C. Murray, receiver 
of the Missouri & North Arkansas Railroad, to employ men 
at a reduction of 25 per cent from the standard of railroad 
wiges, it appears probable that the line will soon be in regu- 
lar operation. Operations were suspended July 51° last. 
because, it was then stated. they were being conducted at a 
loss of $90,000 a month. Previous to that the road was also 
seriously hampered by sabotage, following a strike which 
began after the wage reduction made in February, 1921, 
this causing other losses 

Receiver Murray stated in his petition to the Labor Board 
that resumption of operations is necessary to avert serious 
losses to farmers, schools, factories and other industries. 
He proposed to resume operations, with a 25 per cent cut 
in wages from the standard, but at the end of each year, 
after operating expenses and interest on a Government loan 
ive paid, to divide any surplus among the employees. This 
is to continue until standard wages are paid—perhaps 10 years 

and meanwhile the owners are not to receive any returns. 
It was further stated that he would if possible, employ only 
union men but asked permission to operate on the open shop 
plan if that was necessary. The line is 368 miles long from 
Helena, Ark., to Joplin, Mo. 





$1,200,000 for Street Railway Work. 

The Houston Electric Company, Houston, Texas, has 
accepted the ordinance passed recently by the City Commis- 
sioners to extend the company’s franchise from 1935 to 1951 
on condition that $1,200,000 will be spent for improvements 
during the next two years.

facturing, maintenance, administrative expenses, interest on 
bonds of constituent companies. and an allowance for depreci 
ation of $1,409,838.32 on plant properties, there remained 4 
gross profit for the year of $5,518,78457, from which has 
been deducted an allowance of $435,000 for estimated United 
States and Canadian income taxes, the remaining balance of

150 Miles of Road Contracts to Be Awarded in North 


Carolina During March. 

Raleigh, N. C., March 4—[Special.]—In addition to the 
nearly $2,500,000 in road contracts onFebruary 24 by the State 
Highway Commission here, announcement has been made that 
bids will be received on March 15 for construction of high- 
ways aggregating 67 miles, and involving a probable cost of 
upwards of a million dollars, including new construction in 
the Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth and Ninth dis- 
tricts. Of the total mileage 49.06 miles of hard surfaced 
and 18.038 miles gravel construction. In addition to these 
road projects, announcement has been made that on March 
30 bids will be received for highways aggregating 89, of which 
27.6 will be hard surface, 13.25 miles surface treated and 
the remainder soil roads. 

Three of the roads included in the next letting provide out 
lets for county seats of border counties into adjacent States. 
and account for nearly half the mileage. Macon County finds 
a connection with Georgia, and Jackson and Polk Counties 
are headed toward the highway systems in South Carolina. 
All three counties are beyond the Blue Ridge, and their nat- 
ural outlet is to other States.
